incnt in Baltimore county at which al 
the modern appliances for hatching 
and rearing chickens are in. practical 
operation, says'the Baltimore^Sun, .and 
where the "stuffing" process of feeding 
known for many years in.France as en 
graissement. is used in fattening both 
chickens and ducks for the market 
About five thousand chickens and as 
many ducks are annually fattened-by 
this process at this.place. ' Tbe owner 
of this establishment-is an American 
who has spent many years of his life 
abroad, especially in .France, and he 
has made a thorough study cf the meth- 
ods followed in the land where -gastron- 
omy has .been reduced to a science and 
where the inner man is more assidu- 
ously considered than anything1 else in 
•the world. 
And it is because years oj 


experimenting-in France h^ve provec 
that poultry fed by the process de I'eu- 
graissernent are more toothsome aj 
less expensive to the -grower than poul- 
try fattened by.the ordinary processes 
of nature that he has established this 
place in Baltinibre county tipon an al- 
most French basis.

ruiko recommendations in order to 
got council to fix up its own property. 


Mayor flail then took a hand in the 


proceedings. 
Somebody had gotten 


Thomas T. Yeager, district inspector 
of buildings and workshops, to exam- 
ine the Seventh street engine house, 
and- he had recommended numerous 
alterations. 
The mayor and council 


had been advisee1 of this, and they 
must bo made within a certain time or 
the mayor was compelled by-law to see 
that they wore done. 


The mayor then struck a key-note 


to the whole proceeding. "There is a 
jealousy existing between the Seventh 
street engine house and the new engine 
house in the East End," declared he, 
"and the boys at the former place are 
trying to got their building condemned 
and have it torn down and a new one 
put there."

Disastrous Fire in tne McCall Property on 


East Second Street Tills Morning. 


A Defective Fine the Caus« of All the Mitf 


cUief—The Fircmer. Get the Wrong Uox 


and Go Out to the Ohio Stove Foun- - 


dry Hunting the Fire—Crowd 


Guy the Firemen. 


The first serious fire of the year 1S95 


occurred this morning-, the fire leiog 
located in the residence property on 
East Second street near the corner of 
Union street, 
owned uy Mr. 0. C. 


McCall and occupied by John Elderkin, 
superintendent of the Eussell, Vincent 
& Williams ijhoe factory. 


The fire was discovered about 11 


O'clock. At the time Mrs. Elderkin 
was away from home for a short time, 
and the fire, catching in the interior 
from a defective tiled kitchen flue, got 
a fairly good start. When discovered 
two gentlemen promptly turned in the 
alarm, but the department was a very 
long time in responding, and the neigh- 
bors telephoned to the station several 
times. 
This was subsequently ex- 


plained by Chief Williamson. It seems 
that the fire alarm system has been 
out of gear for some days, and the fire*- 
men were unable to locate the place 
where it was "olt',""so to speak. Then 
when the gentlemen turned in the 
alarm they did not work the box right,, 
one of them not pulling the key down 
far enough, while the other pulled the 
key down and held it tight. This com- 
bination pull, says the chief, caused 
box 43 to sound, this box being located 
at the Ohio Stove foundry works. Ac- 
cordingly the Seventh street men made 
a "run" out there, only to find every- 
body out there working away serenely. 
Then after some skirmishing around 
the fire was located, and the depart- 
ment dashed up to the scene. 


In the meantime the house had been 


burning away light gloriously, while 
persons 
who had> gathered 
in .the 


neighborhood were busily engaged in 
removing the furniture, taking up.car- 
pets, etc. By the time the firemen had 
arrived ou the scene the greater part of 
the Elderkins belongings bad been 
safely removed 
to the verandas of 


neighbors. 


The firemen had a great deal ol 


trouble getting water, and 
finally 


when they did get started, they were 
guyed by the crowd. It then developed 
that the water mains and fire plugs had 
got filled full of mud and drift cluiing 
the "Hue unpleasantness" at the water 
works, and, of course, had never been 
cleaned out. As a natural result the 
engine became choked up with drift 
and wouldn't work right. Afier two or 
three stoppages the chief telephoned 
for the East End crew, and their engine 
was put to work, and in a short time 
the fire was put out. It was a mean, 
hard fire to fight. Of thut there can be 
no question, as it was hard to get water 
to the fire. Hut entirely too much 
ime was consumed in getting ready, 
and this fact was generally and freely 
commented on 
by the large crowd 


iresent. 


The building was badly damaged, 
he roof being burned off, the walls 
lamagod, while much damage was 
done by the water. The greater part 
of Mr. Elderkin's household goods were 
saved,- His loss will be in the neigh- 
borhood of S2,iO, while the damage to 
to the house will not exceed $800. 
" The house was formerly known as 
the old Waller house, but. has lately 
been remodeled and modernized by its 
present owner, Mr. McCall. It is cov- 
ered by SI,500 insurance in one of Philo 
Clark's companies.
